MEASURING LIGHTNING. 


How Humboldt Struck on tlie fulgurite 


I ile*. 


It is not generally known that many 


flashes of lightning not only measure 
themselves but actually manufacture 
the recorder hy which they are defined. 
When a bolt of lightning strikes a bed 
of sand It plunges downward into the 
sand i'or a distance less or greater, 
transforming simultaneously into glass 
the silica in the material through 
which it passes. Thus, by its great 
heat, it forms a glass tube of precisely 
its own size. Now. and then such a 
tube known as "fulgurite" is found and 
dug up. Fulgurites have been followed 
into the sand by excavation for nearly 
30 feet. They vary in interior diame- 
ter from the size of a quill to three 
inches or-more,according to the "bore" 
of the flash. Fulgurites are found also 
in solid rock, though very naturally oC 
slight depth, and frequently existing 
merely as a thin, glassy coating on tho 
surface.. Such fulgurites occur in as- 
tonishing abundance on the summit of 
Little Ararat in Armenia. The rock is 
soft and so porous that blocks a foot 
long can be obtained, perforated In AU 
directions by little tubes filled with 
bottle-green -glass formed from the 
fused rock. There is a small specimen 
in the national museum which has the 
appearance of having been bored by 
the toredo, and the holes made by che 
worm subsequently filled with glass. 
Some wonderful fulgurites were found 
by Humboldt, on the high Nevada de 
Toluca, in Mexico. Masses of rock 
were covered with a thin layer of green 
glass. Its peculiar shimmer in the sun 
led Humboldt to ascend the precip- 
itous peak, at the risk of his life.

A Gj*»ftt Plnnet on Exhibition. 


There will be fine opportunities dur- 


ing the coming summer for amateurs in 
astronomy to view the planet Jupiter. 
In June Jupiter will be near the me- 
ridian, or noon line, about 9 o'clock in 
the evening, and no star will equal him 
In brilliancy. Even an opera glass will 
suffice to show one or more 
oE his 


moons, when they are favorably situ- 
ated, and a pocket telescope will oc- 
casionally show all four. 
An excel- 


lent opportunity of this kind will oc- 
cur on the night of June 1, about 10:30 
o'clock, eastern time, when two of the 
moons will be seen, one above 
the 


other, west of the planet, while the 
other, two are strung out, at a greatei 
distance, on the east side. The very 
next night, at the same hour, a most 
Interesting arrangement of moons wil! 
be visible, for then all lour will appeal 
In a row east of the planet, standing 
In the order of their true distances 
from Jupiter, beginning with numbei 
one at the inner end of the row, and 
finishing with number four 
at 
the 


outer end. 


Cornndum Versus Steel. 


Within a few years past the use of 


corundum has greatly increased, part- 
ly as a result of the discovery of cor- 
undum deposits in North Carolina and 
Georgia. 
More 
lately it has 
been 


found in Ontario. 
Originally coruu- 


dum was derived almost 
exclusively 


from India. Raaking next to the dia- 
mond in hardness'it has long been em- 
ployed for grinding gems and other 
hard materials. 
At present the use 


of "corundum wlieels" , is spreading. 
These wheels are composed of corun- 
dum, grains flr*nly cemented together, 
and are.saSd to be twice ns effective 
and dm able as emery wheels. 
They 


are employed'instead o£ steel files for 
cutting down metal surfaces, and in 
place of grindstones for sharpening 
tools. 
A corundum wheel, it is aver- 


red, will grind off a pound of iron in 
one-eighth of the time and at. one- 
seventh of the cost required to do the 
same work with a file.
